Washington's Source of Strength 


Everywhere today the supreme 
question is, “To whom can we turn for 
help that is sufficient?”

And perhaps the noblest of 
all the stamps ever issued by our Gov- 
ernment, commemorating that thrilling 
and heartening episode in our history, 
is the one connected with the 200th 
anniversary of Washington’s birth, in 
that awesome scene of Washington 
(whom Frederick the Great called “the 
greatest general on earth”), humbly 
pouring out his soul to God for such 
outcome as should seem good to his 
Holy Self. Can any of us today, in 
the present unparalleled world crisis, 
find a more adequate source of spiritual 
strength than that possessed by the 
Father of Our Country?

Betty Scott Stam’s Covenant 


Battles are won before the crisis 
on the field. A striking illustration of 
this was given recently by Mrs. Charles 
Ernest Scott at one of the prayer meet- 
ings which are held every Monday at 
the offices of THE Sunpay Scuoo.t Times. 
On August 3, 1925, her daughter Betty, 
attending a conference at America’s Kes- 
wick, drew up a covenant which she 
copied in her Bible. Dr. and Mrs. Scott 
did not know of this until Betty’s Bible 
came into their possession rather mirac- 


ulously in 1939, after it had been saved 
out of the loot taken from the Stams’ 
home. (It is interesting that Betty’s 
birthday was the same as Washington’s. 
She was born February 22, 1906.) 
Here is her covenant: “Lord, I give 
up my own purposes and plans, all 
my own desires, hopes, and ambitions 
(whether they be fleshly or soulish), 
and accept Thy will for my life. I give 
myself, my life, my all utterly to Thee, 
to be Thine forever. I hand over to Thy 
keeping all of my friendships; all the 
people whom I love are to take second 
place in my heart. Fill me and seal me 
with Thy Holy Spirit. Work out Thy 
whole will in my life, at any cost, now 
and forever. To me to live is Christ. 
Amen, (1 Thess. 5:23, 24; Phil. 1:21.)” 
Nine years later, on December 8, 1934, 
Betty and her husband, John Stam, 
calmly and bravely laid down their lives 
for Christ when they were martyred 
by Chinese Communists. As Mrs, Scott 
spoke of lessons of trust and faithful- 
ness from the lives of John and Betty, 
she said she believed that Betty’s victory 
over the power of the Enemy in that 
dark hour in 1934 had been won at 
Keswick in 1925. Betty was victor in the 
crisis because, years before, she had 
utterly yielded herself to the Lord Jesus 
Christ and trusted him to be her Victor.

a widow left with six children. 

When they said to her, “How is 
it that we have never seen Mother cry- 
ing?” she would reply, “You have not 
seen me in the nighttime.” But if they 
had not seen her weep they had often 
seen her pray. 

Her boy David went to Upsala Uni- 
versity, where he found a different at- 
mosphere, a general slackness of char- 
acter among both professors and students 
which awakened his contempt. He had 
expected to follow erudition, and espe- 
cially to give himself to church history. 
Then something happened which led 
him to dedicate his thoughts wholly to 
Bible study, and, when he left the pre- 
mier Swedish University, all he carried 
away was his degree and his Bible.

He became a country pastor in the 
state church, a faithful pastor whose 
heavy shoes were covered with the dust 
of country roads. He reminded the peo- 
ple of the wilderness preacher, the Fore- 
runner. In his little town of Ange 
someone spoke of building a new poor- 
house. He replied that if everyone took 
in a needy one there would be no need 
of poorhouses. At that time he had in 
his home a poor man and a crippled girl 
who shared his humble living. 

He emphasized with great earnestness 
the importance of Bible study and him- 
self avoided newspaper reading. 

“Do ‘you read much?” he asked an ac- 
quaintance. 

“As much as I possibly can.” 

“Do you read the Bible?” 

“Somewhat,” replied his friend. 
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“Read the Bible and nothing but the 
Bible. Read it without commentaries,” 
said David Petander. 

“He bade me share his meal,” wrote 
the friend. “They ate in the kitchen, 
the cook and the two mentioned depend- 
ents with him. Before and after the 
meal all stood in long, silent prayer.” 

He would not engage in idle talk. 
When such began he was immediately 
silent. When asked about a journey he 
was to make, he simply said, “I seek 
men.” When visiting the poor he would 
help them practically. A woman lay 
sick. He sawed her wood. A lock was 
wanting. He bought one and put it into 
the door. He seemed often to have been 
a channel of healing. One woman tes- 
tified: 

“I never met so holy a man. That 
God heard his prayers I am a living 
witness. I was very sick and suffered 
from fainting spells. From the time I 
brought the trouble to Pastor Petander 
these things ceased altogether, and in 
May, 1907, I felt God’s power so over- 
whelmingly that no word can describe 
it.” And again, when a girl was sent 
to the hospital for an operation, Petander 
prayed for her after she had gone. The 
doctors had found the case so serious 
as to require operation, but the next 
day no sign of the disease could be 
found. She was sent home.

About this time David Petander went 
into the mountains of Jamtland with his 
Bible, a sleeping-sack, and bread, and 
spent some weeks in meditation. There 
he seems to have gone through a pro- 
found spiritual crisis. He felt the call 
to live as Christ did on earth, so far 
as a poor, sinful man could do so. He 
heard the words to Jeremiah, “Thou 
shalt go to all that I shall send thee, and 
whatsoever I command thee thou shalt 
speak” (Jer. 1:7). 

So he gave away what little property 
he had and in November, 1910, started 
out, traveling with a blacksmith of like 
mind from his own parish. When there 
was no other sleeping place they lay 
in barns. When they could not find a 
church to speak in, they spoke in the 
open air. 

People were disturbed by their sins 
as in John the Baptist’s day. They 
came and asked what they should do. 
Petander often surprised them by saying 
just what they had in mind. Thorough- 
going reformations took place, and as a 
consequence the sick were visited and 
the poor relieved.. They came in streams 
for spiritual advice, so that Petander 
would be exhausted with talking ard 
the drain on his sympathies. Coming 
dead tired into the warmth of a Swed- 
ish home with its comforting tile stove, 
he once said, “This is what I might have 
had,” and then sang a verse of a Swed- 
ish hymn about the foxes’ holes and the 
birds’ nests and the homeless Owner of 
Heaven and earth. 
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He was one who took Christ at his 
word and denied himself all that the 
world offered in order to go out into 
the highways and byways to preach the 
Gospel. He would never press opinions 
for which he could not give a Biblical 
basis. When asked about a certain mat- 
ter he replied, “The Bible says nothing 
about it.” “But you, pastor, have your 
own idea of it?” “That amounts to noth- 
ing,” he returned. To another questioner 
he said: “Obey God, and you will get 
answers to all your difficulties.” 

He came to his old university town in 
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February, 1913. Nine years previously 
he had left it. Now he was back as a 
wandering preacher in working clothes. 
Yet there was nothing doubtful or hesi- 
tating in his purpose. He had come to 
meet learned and unlearned in the city 
of learning. He was unshakably certain 
that God himself had directed his steps 
and that he had a message from God 
to deliver. Great companies of laborers, 
students, professors,— young and old, — 
hung on his words. “I felt,” said one, 
“as those must have felt who heard our

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Does God Always Heal 
in Answer to Prayer ? 


A rich inheritance of training, coun- 
sel, and instruction has been left by 
Dr. Trumbull to the editorial staff of 
the Trmes.

Among 
these is his correspondence with an Ohio 
reader who found blessing in his answer 
to the question, “Does God Heal by Faith 
Today?” published in the Tres for No- 
vember 2. As these letters give further 
light on what has been to many earnest 
Christians a very difficult problem, it 
has been thought well to publish them 
herewith, giving first the letter from the 
Ohio reader, then Dr. Trumbull’s reply, 
and finally another brief note of thanks 
from the reader. 


“We want to express our grateful ap- 
preciation of your very fine article 
‘Does God Heal by Faith Today?’ in the 
November 2nd issue of THe SuNnpDAy 
ScHooL, Times. Also for the beautiful 
poem by Miss Weeks in the October 26th 
issue. The friend referred to in the note 
is our daughter, and to the glory of our 
Lord Jesus Christ I want to say that in 
answer to believing prayer he has most 
marvelously touched her body. 

“Last January, after X-rays revealed 
an appalling invasion by a malignant 
condition, she was given eight months 
to live, —a year at most, with much suf- 
fering in prospect and paralysis when 
the vertebra involved should collapse. 

“The blessed consciousness of the 
presence and sustaining grace of our 
Lord when this verdict was given, and 
since, is beyond anything words can ex- 
press. Isaiah 26:3 has again proved a 
blessed reality. 


“We frankly told our physician we 
would do exactly as he advised, but that 
we were asking our Heavenly Father, if 
it were his will, to restore our daughter, 
and, if not, still we wanted his will. 

“The lovely poem, ‘Not I, But Christ,’ 
fittingly expresses the spirit of our dear 
one all through these months. She has 
been unafraid, and save for a few weeks 
when walking, even with assistance, was 
difficult, she has gone each Lord’s Day 
to her Bible class, and each week has 
taught the Miracle Book Club Chapter 
meeting in our home. 

“Now she walks with ease and comfort. 
Again she drives the family car. Our 
family physician frankly says, ‘She is a 
marvel to me.’ The X-ray specialist 
says recent films show the bone tissue 
is being ‘regenerated.’ Do you wonder 
that our hearts are filled with praise and 
thanksgiving to our risen, glorified Lord 
for this, another manifestation of his 
loving-kindness and tender mercy to us? 

“This is the second miracle of healing 
in our immediate family. My husband, 
given up to die, was restored to health 
and was graciously used of God in faith- 
ful ministry for over forty years, and is 
still with us.

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What Is Meant by the New Birth? 


How the New Testament solves the problem that baffled 
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By William L. Pettingill, D.D. 








E key passage on the new birth 
is the third chapter of the Gospel 
of John, in which we find the in- 
terview between our Lord and Nico- 
demus. It is evident that Nicodemus 
was a sincerely devout religionist. He 
was “a ruler of the Jews,” meaning 
probably that he was a member of the 
Sanhedrin (compare John 7:50), and the 
Lord Jesus called him “the teacher of 
Israel” (3:10, R. V.). He came to Jesus 
by night, and he has been criticized 
for that, as if he was afraid to be seen 
coming by day. But it may be that 
at night was the only time he could 
find the Lord. In any event it is better 
to come to him by night than not to 
come at all. 

Nicodemus began the interview by 
greeting the Lord as Rabbi, which was 
the courteous gesture of a true gentle- 
man. And then he said: “We know.” 
Of course he did not really know, but 
he thought he knew. By a process of 
reasoning he had come to the conclusion 
that here was a man, “a teacher come 
from God,” for no one could do the 
miracles he did “except God be with 
him.” Nicodemus had yet to learn that 
miracles might be performed by others 
than teachers sent from God. The Lord 
Jesus has warned us of the coming 
in the last days of “false Christs, and 
false prophets, and [they] shall shew 
great signs and wonders; insomuch that, 
if it were possible, they shall deceive 
the very elect” (Matt. 24:24). 


The Natural Man’s Blindness 


Now, carefully note our Lord’s reply: 
“Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except 
aman be born again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God.” In other words, 
Nicodemus, despite his religion, despite 
his evident earnestness and sincerity, 
was blind. How can a man see who is 
blind? He may think he knows the 
things of God, “but the natural man 
receiveth not the things of the Spirit of 
God: for they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, because they 
are spiritually discerned” (1 Cor. 2:14). 

This was new to Nicodemus, and he 
did not know what to make of it. 
“How,” he asked, “can a man be born 
when he is old? can he enter the sec- 
ond time into his mother’s womb, and 
be born?” This was a natural question, 
for the natural birth was the only kind 
of birth known to this natural man. 


“Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter 
The new 


into the kingdom of God.” 


What do Fundamentalists really 
believe?

birth is essential, in order either to 
see or to enter into the kingdom of 
God. The old theologians talked of total 
depravity. By this they did not mean 
that every man is as bad as he can be; 
they meant only that the unregenerate 
man is totally unable either to know 
God, or to obey him, or to please him. 
In this sense the doctrine of total de- 
pravity is true. 

But what is meant by “born of water 
and of the Spirit’? Many have taught 
that to be born of water is to be bap- 
tized in water, and thus there has risen 
the doctrine of baptismal regeneration: 
But baptism in water is not a birth, 
nor even a symbol of birth; it is 
rather a type of death, followed by 
burial and resurrection. “Therefore we 
are buried with him by baptism into 





death: that like as Christ was raised up 
from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should walk in 
newness of life” (Rom. 6:4). Water in 
John 3:5, as frequently elsewhere, is 
used as a symbol of the Word of God. 
In Titus 3:5 water and the Spirit figure 
together in the words, “the washing of 
regeneration, and renewing of the Holy 
Spirit.” In James 1:18 it is written that 
“of his own will begat he us with the 
word of truth”; and in 1 Peter 1:23 that 
we are “born again ... by the word of 
God.” Also, in Ephesians 5:26 we read 
of cleansing “with the washing of water 
by the word.” 

Our Lord went on to explain to Nico- 
demus that the new birth is not a thing 
of the flesh like the old birth. “That 
which is born of the flesh,” said he, 
“is flesh; and that which is born of the 
Spirit is spirit.” So, even if it were 
possible to enter into one’s mother’s 
womb and be born, it would be of no 
avail; there must be “a new creation” 
(2 Cor. 5:17; Gal. 6:15). 


The Mystery of the Wind 


Then the Greatest of Teachers made 
use of an illustration, which is most 
instructive: “Marvel not that I said 
unto thee, Ye must be born again. The 
wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou 
hearest the sound thereof, but canst 
not tell whence it cometh, and whither 
it goeth: so is every one that is born 
of the Spirit.” The wind is a mystery, ° 
but it is no less a reality. We cannot 
explain the wind, nor can we explain 
the new birth; but we know that the 
new birth is real, as we know the wind is 
real. No one ever saw the wind, for it is 
invisible, but we know there is such a 
thing as the wind because of what it 
does; and just so no one ever saw the 
new birth, but we know there is such 
a thing as the new, birth by its re- 
sults. It is therefore as scientific to 
believe in regeneration as a fact, as to 
believe in the existence and power of 
the wind as facts. 

Then came the inevitable question: 
“How can these things be?” The ques- 
tion easiest to ask and hardest to an- 
swer is “How?” A blind man says 
“How?” to a description of the landscape 
or the sunset. The deaf man says 
“How?” to a description of the oratorio. 
“How?” And the unregenerate man’s 
“How?” can never be intelligibly an- 
swered until first he is born again, and 
then his eyes will see and his ears will 
hear. 

But how was it that “a ruler of the 
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Jews” and “the teacher of Israel” was so 
ignorant of the very rudiments of spir- 
itual truth? Our Lord asked Nicodemus, 
as if in surprise: “Art thou the teacher 
of Israel, and understandest not these 
things? Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 


We speak that which we know, and bear * 


witness of that which we have seen; 
and ye receive not our witness” (vs. 
10, 11, R. V.). Here then was the trou- 
ble, and it is always the trouble, — 
unbelief; “ye receive not our witness.” 
Nicodemus could not see because he 
would not believe; and for the same 
reason he could not enter into the 
Kingdom of God. The Lord Jesus spoke 
of what he knew, for he was the Son 
of God and the Son of man from Heaven; 
but Nicodemus had refused to accept his 
testimony, even concerning these simple 
things — “earthly things’—and there- 
fore, of course, he could not go on and 
learn of “heavenly things” (v. 12). 

What do you suppose the Lord would 
say today to many a ruler and many a 
teacher who, because of their unbelief 
as to the Word of God, are so woefully 
ignorant of the elementary truths of 
the Gospel? God help us if we shut 
our eyes and stop our ears, and thus be- 
come guilty of willful ignorance, the 
worst of all kinds of ignorance! (Com- 
pare 2 Peter 3:5.) 

One of the most revealing Scriptures 
relating to the new birth is 1 Peter 1: 
22-25: 


“Seeing ye have purified your souls 
in obeying the truth through the 
Spirit unto unfeigned love of the 
brethren, see that ye love one an- 
other with a pure heart fervently: 

“Being born again, not of corruptible 
seed, but of incorruptible, by the word 
of God, which liveth and abideth for 
ever. 

“For all flesh is as grass, and all 
the glory of man as the flower of 
grass. The grass withereth, and the 
flower thereof falleth away: 

“But the word of the Lord endureth 
for ever. And this is the word which 
by the gospel is preached unto you.” 


Our salvation then comes by believing 
and obeying the truth of the Gospel, 
through the Spirit, and it results in un- 
feigned love of the brethren. This is 
a sure mark of regeneration. “We know 
that we have passed from death unto 
life, because we love the brethren” (1 
John 3:14). We are to nourish and cher- 
ish this love until we are loving with 
a pure heart fervently. 

Here, too, we learn that our new birth 
comes not from the corruptible seed 
of fallen human nature, but from the 
incorruptible seed of the Word of God. 
Human nature is like the grass and 


flowers, which may be very beautiful | 


but which are temporary because cor- 
ruptible. 

Every saved person has two lives in 
him, the natural and the supernatural. 
The first is from man, the second is from 
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-God. -Our human parents have trans- 
mitted to us by generation the only 
nature they had, and that was a sinful 
nature; but God has transmitted to us 
through regeneration his own divine 
nature, which is without sin. The old 
life is corruptible, and therefore tem- 
porary; the new life is incorruptible, 
and therefore eternal. 

In John 1:11-13 a very important word 
is translated “blood” which ought to 
be translated “bloods,” for it is plural 
in the Greek text. It says that those 
who believe on the name of the Son 
of God are “born, not of bloods, nor 
of the will of the flesh, nor of the will 
of man, but of God.” 


Our oid life; coming by generation 


through the first birth, is the result of 
the union of two bloods, those of our 
parents, but the new life, coming by 
regeneration through the second birth, 
is “of God.” 

This is the way, and the only way, of 
salvation: “Ye MUST be born again.” 
It is not a matter of being good, or 
“getting religion,” or joining a church, 
or being baptized, or. confirmed. These 
things have their place, but they are not 
the way to be saved. 

“The gift of God is eternal life,” and 
eternal life comes only through the new 
birth. 

“Ye MUST be born again.” ’ 

“Examine yourselves, whether ye be 
in the faith.”

Teaching by Objects

ll. The Architect's Complete Plan 


Object: A set of architect’s plans 
and specifications for a building. 

Theme: The Bible, written by 
many people over many centuries, 
has one unified plan, and is built 
upon one foundation. 


T THE start of this object lesson it 
should be easy to get the attention 
of the boys and girls. The children will 
not know much about the plans, and 
the novelty will interest them. Hold the 
set of plans before the children, and 
show them each separate sheet of the 
set. Ask someone to name what you 
have in your hands. Then ask who 
drew the plans. Regardless of the first 
answers, be sure that the final under- 
standing is that you have a set of build- 
ing plans drawn by several draftsmen 
under the guidance of an architect. 
This introduction can easily lead into 
a discussion of the steps by which a 
set of architect’s plans are drawn. It 
can be further shown that an architect 
does not stop with the drawing of the 
plans and the writing of the specifica- 
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tions. He supervises the building until 
it is finished and has been passed by the 
building inspectors. The discussion can 
start with a description of how an archi- 
tect decides upon the main points a 
building is to have, and then outlines his 
ideas to the draftsmen. They work out 
the details as directed by the architect. 
The various draftsmen will each have 
a special job to perform. One will draw 
the outline; another will draw the heat- 
ing and plumbing plans; still another 
will draw the plans for the electric wir- 
ing and lighting. The architect will ap- 
prove each part before the work is fin- 
ished. 

Another factor in this object lesson 
that merits special attention is the fact 
that regardiess of the size of the build- 
ing, or the number of rooms that it con- 
tains, there is but one foundation. The: 
lesson to be drawn is that while the 
writers of the Bible each had separate 
messages from God, they all did their 
writing upon the single foundation — 
Jesus Christ. 

The analogy to be drawn is that the 
plan for the Bible was made by God, 
but it was written by many people, over 
many centuries, into sixty-six separate 
books, under God’s direct inspiration. 
The Bible with these sixty-six books 
still has but one foundation, Jesus Christ. 

The next step is to show how the 
Bible gives its single plan. In the first 
place God has planned a way of salva- 
tion for us. Among other verses that 
can be used to show this are such as 
the following: 2 Timothy 3:15; Romans 
1:16; 1 John 5:13. 

Then after we are saved God expects 
that we shall grow in the Christian life. 
Refer to Second Timothy 3:16, 17. Ex- 
plain that the word perfect as used 
here means that we should be full- 
grown Christians. It might be shown 
that boys and girls go to school to learn 
so that they can grow up to be useful 
men and women. Just so does God 
want Christians to become useful wit- 
nesses for him (Acts 1:8). 

The way to become full-grown Chris- 
tians is to build our lives on Christ. 
Show that there is no other foundation 
upon which we can become strong 
Christians. First Corinthians 3:11 will 
serve as a Scripture base for this teach- 
ing. Other Scripture that the children 
might read are the following: John 10: 
9, 10; 14:6; Romans 10:9; Matthew 10:32. 

From these passages it can easily be 
shown that we need to keep close to 
Christ.

The 
results of this kind of life can be shown 
to the children by asking them to repeat 
together Galatians 5:22, 23. It can be 
explained that this fruit of the Spirit is 
the outward sign that will show whether 
we are growing up as Christians and 
whether or not we are really building 
upon the one foundation that God has 
laid for us.

Long Furrows 
By E. Edmunds 


FARMER'S wife and her sister were 

polishing the top of a _ beautiful 
dining-room table. “What a pity this is 
all scratched and scored so!” said the 
sister. 

“Yes,” was the reply, “but it saved 
six lives a week ago. That is how it 
got those gashes.” 

At 6.10 P. M. on a bleak, dark night 
in the week before Christmas, the 
farmer and his wife, their little school- 
boy son, a mother and her two small 
children from “a bombed area” were in 
the dining room when two bombs fell, 
one each side of the house, so near to 
them that they did not hear the explo- 
sions. The youngest child was sitting on 
the hearthrug when it happened. As 
the lights went out, and the ground 
heaved, the farmer snatched the child 
and pushed him under the table, and 
the others scrambled after him. The 
roof was blown off, all windows were 
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smashed, doors were wrenched off their 
hinges, part of the foundations of the 
building was wrecked, the walls cracked 
open, and all the ceilings were brought 
down. But in the midst of all this noisy 
havoc not one of the occupants of the 
house was even scratched. The table 
received all the blows and cuts that 
would otherwise have injured them. 

If anyone reading these words has 
been puzzled as to the way of salvation, 
he may find help by connecting this in- 
cident with the statement of Isaiah the 
prophet, “He was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our iniqui- 
ties” (53:5). The wounds and bruises; 
yes, and the death that would otherwise 
have been our portion, fell instead upon 
the Son of Ged. The Roman soldiers 
scourged him. “The plowers plowed 
upon my back: they made long their 
furrows,” said the Psalmist (129:3). But 
why? Pilate, the Roman Governor, pro- 
claimed the Lord’s innocence, “I find no 
fault in this man,” he said. Yet, when 
he had scourged Jesus, he delivered him 
to be crucified. 

Oh, why was He there as the Bearer of 

sin. 

If on Jesus thy guilt was not laid? 


But that one fact exhausts the illustra- 
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tion. The blows that fell upon the table 
it could not avoid; but, the Son of God 
loved me, and gave himself for me. The 
table felt and suffered nothing; but the 
Lord Jesus could say, “Reproach hath 
broken my heart; and I am full of heavi- 
ness” (Psa. 69:20). Only a limited num- 
ber of people could find refuge under 
the table, and those for a limited time. 
But the Lord Jesus saves all who come 
unto God by him, and saves them with 
an everlasting salvation. The folk who 
sought safety beneath the table, had not, 
indeed, could not have, wronged it. But 
while we were yet sinners Christ died for 
us. There might have been other places 
of refuge for that household, — other 
solid pieces of furniture, a closet under 
the stairs, or an underground shelter. 
But for sinners there is only the one 
Refuge from the power, guilt, and pun- 
ishment of sin. Peter said, “Neither is 
there salvation in any other: for there 
is none other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby we must be saved” 
(Acts 4:12). 

Then, having this knowledge, oh, sin- 
ner, act upon it! ‘Take shelter in the 
one safe place in all the universe, — the 
arms of the Lord Jesus,

Relieving the Sufferings of the Jews | 
What The Friends of Israel Refugee Relief Committee has done during the past year 


By Joseph Taylor Britan, D.D., Secretary 
















T IS with pleasure and gratitude that 

The Friends of Israel Refugee Relief 
Committee, Inc., reports for the year 
1940, the amount spent for refugee relief 
at home and abroad. During the calen- 
dar year 1940 the Committee received 
from 1,989 contributors $15,914.48. Dur- 
ing this year the Committee spent for 
refugee relief in the United States $2,- 
082.57. Abroad, in Switzerland, Russia, 
White Russia, Palestine, Scotland, Yugo- 
slavia, Holland, France, South America, 
and Canada, the Committee spent for 
refugee relief the sum of $9,889.36, or a 
total of $11,971.93 for relief at home and 
abroad. Of the $5,222.09 in the bank 
January 1, 1941, $4,200.00 has been allo- 
cated and pledged to suffering refugees 
as this is written January 29, 1941. These 
amounts spent for refugee relief work 
do not include office and advertising 
expenditures, which were covered by 
the balance left from 1939. 

The Committee has sent the $9,889.36 
abroad to needy Jewish Christians and 
Jewish refugees through the following 
well-known missionary agencies and or- 
ganizations: 


1. The Scottish Mission to the Jews in 
Stockholm, Sweden; Palestine; Buda- 
pest, Hungary; Edinburgh, Scotland; 
Vienna, Austria. 


2. The Jewish Family Welfare, Vienna, 
Austria. 

3. China Inland Mission, Shanghai, China. 

4. Through the Board of Foreign Missions 
of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America for Miss Frame, mis- 
sionary, for refugees, Shanghai, China. 

5. To Mrs. Fella Rohold, Mt. Carmel, Pal- 
estine. 

6. To Dr. P. N. Dobson, Principal, Alma 
College, St. Thomas, Ontario, Canada, 
for refugees abroad. 

7. To Sara Marquis, through Mrs. Barmore, 
156 Fifth Avenue, New York City, for 
steamer passage from Yokohama, Japan. 

8. The Church of England Mission to the 
Jews in London. 

9. The Interdenominational British Jews 
Society of London. 

10. Beside the above-mentioned missionary 
organizations, small amounts of money 
have been sent to known and reliable 
individuals in Russia and France for re- 
lief or for steamer passage out of Nazi- 
controlled lands. Some small loans have 
been made to refugees who declined to 
take money as a gift. In every case 
it has been repaid or is in the process 
of liquidation. 


The donors and friends of our Com- 
mittee can be assured that moneys sent 
for relief is applied through reliable 
agents of well-known Church organiza- 
tions, and that no money is diverted 
from its original purpose. 

It might be well to say just here that in 
the report of the United States Govern- 
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ment concerning the activities of philan- 
thropic organizations sending moneys 
abroad the Government is interested in, 
and prints only, the amount sent by its 
permission to belligerent countries. Thus 
the amount of money sent by our Com- 
mittee during any year to refugees 
abroad is never fully indicated by the 
Government report, for the reason that 
we have sent money for refugees to other 
nations than those designated as bel- 
ligerent. The amounts tabulated above 
indicated the activities of the Committee 
in many nations during the year 1940. 
Only eternity will reveal the benefits 
of the gifts sent. The letters of grati- 
tude received from persons in the above- 
mentioned lands tell of lives saved, of 
families united, and of escape from slav- 
ery and death through funds furnished 
by the Committee. 

Our daily papers continue to record 
persecutions which include not only the 
Jews but Jewish Christians as well. We 
would not imply that all those classified 
as. Jewish Christians in Europe are mem- 
bers of the Church of Christ, but rather 
that the term refers to those who have 
a fraction of Jewish blood in their veins 
and whose families have been Christian 
in tradition and in life for generations. 
A Jewish Christian or non-Aryan is one 
who has one grandparent a Jew. These 
are classed as Jews by the Nazis and 
are equally the victims of: their sav- 
agery. They are persecuted as if they 
were full-blooded Jews. ' 

Concerning the number of Jewish 
Christians in Europe the magazine World 
Dominion (London) some time since 
said: “Germany has still 750,000 non- 
Aryans; Austria 400,000; Poland 400,000 
non-Aryans.” In the three countries 
named this reliable magazine declares 
that there are more than a million and 
a half of these non-Aryans. The gen- 
eral secretary of the International He- 
brew Christian Alliance, London, some 
time ago wrote one of the members of 
our Committee: “The Hebrew Chris- 
tians who suffer from them [persecu- 
tions] in Germany, Austria, and Czecho- 
slovakia number one and a half million.” 

Concerning the persecution of Chris- 
tians and Christian ministers, the De- 
cember 23rd issue of Time had this: “In 
some districts 75 per cent of the recal- 
citrant confessional pastors were drafted 
for front line service. This second 
Christmas of Hitler’s war finds Nieméller 
and upwards of 200,000 other Christians 
(some estimates run as high as 800,000) 
behind the barbed wire of the frozen 
Nazi concentration camps.” It is the 
settled conviction of the members of 
The Friends of Israel Refugee Relief 
Committee that few Christians in these 
United States have fully realized the 
sufferings of Jewish Christians in Eu- 
rope. The Jews in America have seen 
the awful condition under which Jewish 
Christians are living in Europe, and not 
long ago they gave to the Roman Cath- 
olic Church in America $125,000 and to 
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the Protestants in America $125,000 
for refugees in Europe. And to- 
day Jews, Protestants, and Catholics 
are at work, often together, for the sav- 
ing of life and the relief of suffering 
Jews, Jewish Christians, and Christians 
in Europe. 

It is for the relief of people who suffer 
like this that The Friends of Israel Ref- 
ugee Relief Committee are working. We 
have saved life, united families, and pre- 
vented many suicides among those who 
were desperate with unbearable physical 
and mental agony. The letters of ap- 
preciation and gratitude from those 
saved are among the prized possessions of 
the Committee. As the Committee works 
through established missionary agencies 
of the Church of England and of the 
Church of Scotland in Europe, and with 
other reliable Christian organizations, 
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no money has fallen into the hands of 
the Nazi organization, and all money 
sent to these unfortunates of many lands 
has brought physical and spiritual life 
to those who were destitute of these vital 
necessities of human existence. 

As these missionary organizations to 
which our money is sent abroad are en- 
gaged in Jewish evangelization, our do- 
nors are assured that the Jewish Chris- 
tians and Jews who are helped by our 
Committee are hearing the Gospel and 
many are finding Christ as their per- 
sonal Saviour. The Committee does not 
forget that the Bread of Life is as im- 
portant for the soul as is physical bread 
for the body.

How a boy's cap was recovered,— 
and something else 








LOST and FOUND 
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O THE discomfort of the entire neigh- 

borhood the bells in the little Roman 
Catholic church had tolled at intervals 
from early mass until the funeral for 
the prominent citizen whose death had 
come suddenly. 

Motorcycle guards led forth the pro- 
cession of automobiles. The first three 
cars back of the hearse were filled with 
noisy sobbing. From the second a child 
threw a cap, but no one in the proces- 
sion saw it. 

So Passer-by stepped out to pick it up. 
“This cap may give me the very oppor- 
tunity the Lord would have me use to 
comfort some of the family so bereaved 
and probably distressed over thoughts of 
purgatory.” Then she went on contem- 
plating the iron hand of the Papacy and 
the loving hand of the Lord. 

That evening a great gold moon was 
coming over the hills in a glory so im- 
pelling that Passer-by stared at it 
through the palm trees. She was not 
aware that again she was approaching 
the little church, until at her right there 
was a sudden movement and a man’s 
voice said in a whisper of command, 
“No! Don’t do that! Naughty boy !” 

Silhouetted there on the steps stood 
a father holding his child who attempted 
to pull his father’s hat from his head. 

The next moment Passer-by was go- 
ing up a few steps to the man who strug- 
gled with his son, “Pardon me, sir, but 
because I saw your child try to pull off 
your hat I think perhaps it is his cap 
that I picked up this morning as the 
automobiles left the church. If you will 
tell me where to bring it —” 

“So you got it!” The man shifted the 
child, “Boy! What a relief! I guess 


my prayers got through to God quicker 
after all.” Again he shifted the child, 
“Er—that is—well, I guess you 
wouldn’t understand, but there is a lot 
involved in this cap business. Could I 
have the cap, please?” 

“Certainly, you may have the cap, but 
would you mind telling me more of why 
you are so especially interested in get- 
ting it back, and why you say your 
prayers are answered quicker? I want 
to be your friend in this time of dis- 
tress if you will let me.” 

He motioned for her to come down the 
steps, and looked back over his shoul- 
der to the open door. Softly he said, 
“Rosa is in there with candles and beads, 
and —say, are you a Catholic?” 

“No, I am not. But I am a person 
who trusts the blood of the Lord Jesus 
Christ to have atoned for my sins.

It was Rosa’s Dad that was 
buried today, you know, and the last 
thing he gave anyone was that cap for 
Sonny, his first cap after baby things. 
Rosa was proud of it! And then when 
her dad died, and the baby threw the 
cap away, it seemed sorter like he had 
thrown the old man away, and it seemed 
the last straw to Rosa. She said it was 
like throwing Dad to purgatory, and 
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that we’d have to be the ones to pay 
him out of it. I’ve been worried nearly 
crazy about it! I’m just getting started 
in business and buying a little home. 
and— why, I can’t do this business of 
paying for her dad to hurry through 
purgatory! Besides, it seems —” 

“If you had all the gold our Govern- 
ment has buried in a certain state and 
all that ever was minted and shall be 
minted, you could not pay Rosa’s dad 
out of purgatory.” 

“What! You mean I have to do some- 
thing besides! Rosa said she was going 
to stay in there in the dark for five hours 
and pray for her dad, and the cap, and 
things. But I can’t see it this way. Her 
dad is gone and —I wish my mother had 
lived! Ill bet I wouldn’t be in this 
mess.” 

“Your mother?” 

“Yes, she died when I was nine, but 
I sure remember the way she prayed! 
She was no bead-pusher or candle- 
burner.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


HE rejection of Christ by the world 
is what fixes the Christian’s place 


in this scene. He to whom the be-* 


liever owes everything for eternity has 
been spurned, cast out, and crucified by 
those who represented the present 
world-order; for both Jew and Gentile 
united in refusing to acknowledge him 
as Lord whom the Father sent into the 
world. This comes out clearly in these 
two chapters. The world was tested by 
the personal presence of the Son of God, 
who had come in grace, seeking man’s 
blessing and telling out the love of the 
Father’s heart. This is the One of whom 
men said, “We will not have this man to 
reign over us.” Rejected by men, he has 
gone up to the Father’s right hand, 
where he waits expectant until his ene- 
mies shall be made his footstool (see 
Luke 20:43). Meantime the world con- 
tinues unchanged in its opposition to 
its rightful King, as manifested by its 
hatred of those who now are called 
to represent him in this scene. When

today, both in Europe and Eastern 
Asia, where for many years the cause of 
Christ seemed to be in the ascendant, 
but where new persecution has broken 
out as violently as in any past period. 


The Historical Setting 


It is still the last week of our Sav- 
iour’s ministry in Jerusalem. Events are 
pictured as drawing rapidly to a head, 
soon to culminate in the crucifixion. 
Time, Passover week, A. D. 30. 


Verse by Verse 


Luke 20:9.—“A certain man planted a 
vineyard.” It is God himself who is 
here set forth under the symbol of the 
owner of the vineyard, which represents 
the people of Israel (Isa. 5:1-7). The 
husbandmen were their rulers, temporal 
and spiritual. - 


Verse 10.—‘He sent a servant ... the 
husbandmen beat him, and sent him 
away empty.” -So they had treated the 
prophets who were sent to Israel in the 
name of God to call the people back in 
heart to his law; yet they not only 
turned deaf ears to their entreaties, but 


persecuted them for telling the truth 
(Matt. 5:12). 

Verse 11—‘He sent another servant: 
and they beat him also.” Other messen- 
gers were sent from time to time, only 
to be treated with contempt and con- 
tumely (Acts 7:52). All this revealed 
the actual state of the hearts of Israel’s 
leaders. 


Verse 12.—“‘Again he sent a third: and 
they wounded him also.” For long cen- 
turies one prophet followed another, 
seeking fruit for God, but it became 
more and more evident that there was 
no desire to glorify him on the part of 
those who had been blessed so greatly. 


Verse 13—“I will send my beloved 
son.” In the fullness of time God sent 
forth his Son (Gal. 4:4). He who was 
the delight of the Father’s heart was 
sent into the world, to the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel (Matt. 15:24), to 
recall them to the God of their fathers. 


Verse 14.—“This is the heir: come, let 
us kill him.” This was sinful man’s re- 
sponse to the iove of the Father. Instead 
of reverencing the Son, they were de- 
termined to get rid of him, and refused 
to acknowledge his authority. 











‘ him to powder.” 
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Verse 15.—“They cast him out of the 
vineyard, and killed him.” Our Lord 
here anticipates that which he knew was 
soon to take place. He showed his ene- 
mies that he foresaw all that they were 
about to do. His death was foreordained 
of God, but their part in rejecting him 
was the expression of their own wicked 
hearts, as Peter told them later on (Acts 
2:23). 


Verse 16.—“‘He shall ... give the vine- 
yard to others.” Having forfeited all 
claim upon God because of their attitude 
toward Christ, Israel after the flesh must 
be set aside and the vineyard be given 
to those in a later day who will turn to 
God in repentance. It is not exactly 
the call of the Gentiles that is here set 
forth, but the regenerated Israel of the 
last days. 


Verse 17.—“The stone which the build- 
ers rejected.” Jesus drew the atten- 
tion of his hearers to that same 118th 
Psalm from which the children sang as 
he rode into Jerusalem, where, in verses 
22 and 23, both his rejection and his tri- 
umph are prophesied. . 

Verse 18.—“Whosoever shall fall upon 
that stone shall be broken.” Israel fell 
upon the stone and they have been 
broken to pieces nationally and scattered 
among the nations (Isa. 8:14). “But on 
whomsoever it shall fall, it will grind 
When he comes the 
second time, the Lord will fall like the 
stone in Daniel 2:34, 35, 45, upon the 
great nations of the Gentiles and break 
them in pieces, in order that the king- 
doms of this world may become the 
kingdom of our Lord and his Christ 
(Rev. 11:15). 


Verse 19.—‘They perceived that he 
had spoken this parable against them.” 
Knowing in their hearts their deter- 
mined opposition to Jesus and his Mes- 
sianic claims, the leaders in Israel knew 
that it was themselves whom he had 
portrayed so definitely and with such 
consummate skill. Their evil consciences 
were their own accusers. 


Verse 20—“They watched him, ... 
that . . . they might deliver him unto 
the power and authority of the gover- 
nor.” Unable to answer him, and having 
willfully rejected him already, they 
stooped to the meanest and most con- 
temptible methods in order to discredit 
him before the people, and to find some 
occasion against him in order that they 
might accuse him before Pilate. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Nothing brings out the corruption and 
incurable evil of the heart of sinful man 
like the presence of Jesus. His holiness 
emphasizes man’s unholiness. His right- 
eousness throws into bold relief man’s 
unrighteousness. His love stirs up man’s 
hatred. It is a sad commentary on fallen 
human nature that when God himself 
came unto his own creation in the per- 
son of the Incarnate Son, men, instead 
of being melted by his grace, were hard-

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


Christ the Rejected Stone. Our Lord 
applied Psalm 118:22, 23, to himself. Ac- 
cording to Jewish tradition, Psalm 118 
was written about the time of the com- 
pletion of Solomon’s Temple and may 
even have been sung at its dedication. It is 
said that it may have reference to some- 
thing that occurred during the building 
of the Temple. It will be remembered 
that Solomon was seven years in con- 
structing this glorious sanctuary, and 
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that he had many thousands of work- 
men, who labored six months at a time 
and then were superseded by others; 
consequently very few who were in the 
early relays were engaged upon the 
building when it was,about to be com- 
pleted. From the Book of Kings we 
learn that the stones for the Temple 
were ail hewn and cut to order in the 
quarry before being sent up to the great 
platform on the top of Mt. Moriah. 

The Jews say that these stones were 
practically all of the same size and 
shape, but that one stone was sent up 
which was so different from the rest 
that they were at a loss to know what 
to do with it. It did not seem to fit 
anywhere. After consultation they de- 
cided a mistake had been made, and so 
they placed it upon rollers and pushed 
it over to the edge of Mt. Moriah and 
tumbled it down into the vale below. 
“The stone which the builders rejected” ! 
But as the time went on and the Temple 
was nearing completion, the day drew 
near for the placing of the chief corner- 
stone. There was nothing suitable on 
the platform. Word was sent down to 
the quarrymen to send up this corner- 
stone, as they were now ready for it, but 
the answer came back, “We sent it to you 
long ago; you must have it there upon 
the Temple site.” But a thorough search 
failed to reveal it. Then an old work- 
man said: “I remember now there was 
a stone sent up when we first began to 
build, but we saw no place for it and 
we hurled it down into the abyss. Go 
down below and you will find it.” And 
so they sent a searching party and event- 
ually discovered it almost covered up 
with debris, and overgrown with moss, 
They raised it with great effort to the 
platform above and found it fitted ex- 
actly in the place prepared for it. Thus 
the rejected stone became the head of 
the corner. 


Applications and Summaries 


Isaiah described Messiah as “a stone 
of stumbling and .. . a rock of offence” 
(8:14). His very lowliness was a cause 
of stumbling to the people who were 
looking for a mighty conqueror who 
would rid them of the Roman yoke and 
make the Jews the chief of the nations. 


If we would be true to our Lord now, 
we must be content to be misunderstood 
and cast out by the world, which found 
no place for him whom we own as Sav- 
iour and Master. 


When the Lord Jesus returns the sec- 
ond time he will fulfill all the prophecies 
that speak of the Kingdom of God reign- 
ing over the whole earth. 

In that coming day, all who have been 
willing to share the shame of association 
with a rejected Christ will reign with 
him in glory.

The Voice from China.—A certain man 
planted a vineyard ... and went into a 
far country (Luke 20:9). Every now and 
then some reader of the TimgEs is greatly 
disturbed by my way of handling the 
Sunday school lessons. “Your exegesis is 
amazing.” “You are too anecdotal.” “Treat 
serious matters too lightly.” “Quite com- 
monplace in language.” And so on, al- 
though not so much now as in the 
earlier days. As a matter of fact, I have 
tried to follow the style of the Master 
himself. Right here in our lesson today 
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is a fine example of our Lord’s style 
and his manner of putting important 


things. So I will keep right on in the 
same old way until the Editor throws 
the switch and puts out the Corner 
light ! 

Did I ever tell you this? One day 
some years ago I got a most gracious 
letter from a gentleman in China who 
wrote: “I learn you have been sub- 
jected to some unkind criticism for your 
way of treating the Sunday school les- 
sons. I want to tell you how much I en- 
joy the freshness of your Corner in the 
Times” — and a lot more of compliment 
and appreciation. The letter was signed 
“Hoste.” 

This fine letter struck me as intended 
for balm for my wounded sensibilities, 
so I sent it to Editor Trumbull, with the 
question, “Who is ‘Hoste’?” 

Said Editor Trumbull: “Uncle Billy, 
if you had asked me to pick out the one 
man who would not stand for your way 
of lesson treatment, he would have been 
that man. Mr. D. E. Hoste succeeded 
Hudson Taylor as head of the China In- 
land Mission. He comes from one of 
England’s great families. His letter is 
one of the greatest compliments you are 
ever likely to receive as a writer of 
English and Bible interpretation.” 

In view of this, if you don’t mind, I 
will keep right on in my merry way, and 
smile as usual at the verbal small shot 
that comes rattling in. So, Doctor, save 
your postage. (Psa, 45:1.) 


The Perfect Fit—I will send my be- 
loved son (v. 13). When you go to the 
merchant to get a “ready-to-wear” suit 
of clothes you will discover that the 
clothing department has a tailor avail- 
able who will go over the suit you have 
selected. With a piece of chalk he will 
make marks to “take up” here, and to 
“let out” there. When you get the suit 
and try it on, the salesman stands off, 
and with joy in his voice cries, “A per- 
fect fit!” Now my style of architecture 
is such that my clothes have to be made 
to measure. I am “streamlined”! When 
I get my suit it is a perfect fit—if I have 
a good tailor. 

The beauty, and also the glory, of our 
Lord’s illustrations is that they are every 
one perfect fits. Some of the Round 
Table illustrations, as well as mine, re- 
quire alterations to make the perfect fit. 

Here in this parable you have one of 
the finest personal fits you have ever 
met. In the next paragraph you will 
come into another perfect fit right be- 
fore the eyes of those bent on our 
Lord’s destruction. That “rendering unto 
Cesar” matter. 

Until these recent days in Europe it 
was hard to realize how a people who 
once believed the Scriptures could be 
so bitter in hatred upon those among 
whom were many skilled to heal their 
diseases and do them good. 

But it was not the decent Jewish peo- 
ple who crucified Christ, but the Temple 
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Junta. It was not the decent German 
people who persecuted the Jews to 
starvation, poverty, and suicide, after 
robbing them of all they possessed. 

Those of us who believe the Scrip- 
tures tremble for the future of the Ger- 
man people. “I will... curse him that 
curseth thee,” thunders Heaven to the 
world. (Gen. 12:3; Exod. 23:22; Num. 
24:9.) 

And poor old despoiled Spain, who 
once owned much of America, is the hor- 
rible example in the case. 


The Lawyers.—They watched him,... 
that they might take hold of his words, 
that so they might deliver him (v. 20). 
They did much more than just watch 
him. These men: were some of the 
smartest of a smart race. “Leave it to 
us,” probably said these smart lawyers 
to ‘he “Big Boys.” “We will take care 
of this young Up Country troublemaker 
for you.” Then they set their cunningly 
devised trap. 

In the graceful Scripture record we 
read, they “held their peace.” Coates- 
ville Main Street would say, in the ver- 
nacular, “They shut up!” The King 
James scholars translated the Greek 
word that describes the state of mind of 
these chagrined and defeated lawyers 
—‘“They marvelled.” 

When anyone gets a surprising defeat 
of some smart strategy it is something 
extraordinary and astonishing, and a 
whole lot more than just wonder. It is 
intellectual disaster. 

As a Palestine Burns might write, 
“The best laid plans of mice and Jewish 
lawyers (scribes) gang aft a-gley.” With 
the young Reformer from Galilee stir- 
ring the country and bringing down on 
himself the wrath of the Sanhedrin, you 
would at first sight think these lawyers 
would be too wise to try to entangle 
him with a trappy catch question. 

But times have never changed in the 
matters of human nature. Even in this 
day it is not usually the simple country 
folk (the “Galileans”) who try to beat 
God by rejecting his Son, but the wise 
ones in the high places. It is the “social- 
ites” who put on Sunday champagne 
dinner dances and cocktail tipples.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Beginning: Murderers. 


Discussion: How do so-called Christians 
of today “crucify ... the Son of God 
afresh’’? 


Objective: Ephesians 6:10-18. 


S**. fellows, in the parable of the 
vineyard, told by our Lord, those 
vinedressers were murderers — nothing 
less. They killed the son of their em- 
ployer, the owner of the vineyard. They 
did it knowingly. He came as the rep- 
resentative of his father, and the rightful 
heir to the property, claiming his just 
share of the crop. They saw him com- 
ing, they recognized him, they turned 
the matter over in their minds, they 
decided. So when he came they set upon 
him and killed him and threw his body 
out upon the highway. 

Now that was a dastardly thing to 
do, wasn’t it? There are no terms in 
our language to express the wickedness 
of it. Jesus in telling the parable in- 
tended it to show that the vinedressers 
were just that bad. 

You will notice in the first part of this 
20th chapter of Luke the occasion for 
the parable. The chief priests and 
scribes and elders had come upon Jesus 
as he taught in the Temple, and de- 
manded of him his authority for teach- 
ing as he did, and for the claims he 
made. He told them the parable of the 
murderous vinedressers; and they im- 
mediately laid their plans to ensnare him 
legally —illegally if necessary —and 
have him put to death. They ultimately 
succeeded in this, and thus by their 
own actions confirmed the very teach- 
ings of Jesus which they had vainly 
tried to deny. The Son of God came 
to claim his own, and they crucified him. 

When we read these facts as recorded 
in the Bible, we are shocked, and we 
wonder how human beings could be so 
unreasonable and so cruel; and we are 
amazed that such outrage could be com- 
mitted against Jesus Christ the Saviour 
of the world, who came not only to 
claim his own, but to give himself a 
ransom for sinners, and to die upon the 
cross that it might be accomplished. 

Yet it might shock us even more if we 
realized that we, too—yes, you and I 
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— might be just as guilty as they. There 
is a statement in the 6th chapter of 
Hebrews that always makes me catch 
my breath. It is this: “For it is im- 
possible for those who were once en- 
lightened, and have tasted of the 
heavenly gift, ... and have tasted the 
good word of God, ... if they shall fall 
away, to renew them again unto repent- 
ance, seeing they crucify to themselves 
the Son of God afresh, and put him to 
an open shame” (Heb. 6:4-6). 

You could not be present at Calvary 
and share in nailing the body of Jesus 
to the cross, for that was nineteen cen- 
turies ago, and you were not living then; 
but according to the Word of God, you 
can just as really take the part in this 
yyour day. If you “fall away” after hav- 
ing tasted of the truth, you do crucify 
the Son of God afresh. It is a terrible 
thought, and we should frankly face it. 
Even in our securest moments we are in 
danger, if we are not on our guard and

Kit Him” 
f\HRIST was quoting the thoughts and 
intents of the hearts of Israelites 
who listened to the parable of our lesson 


‘text (Luke 20:9-20). Recall their rising 


disapproval of Christ. 

“Wise men from the east,” who re- 
ported the birth of the “King of the 
Jews” thirty-three years ago, drove 
scribes to the prophecies to verify facts 
(Micah 5:2). Careful genealogical rec- 
ords showing the lineage of the Lord 
were on file in the Temple, and accessi- 
ble to elders and chief priests. A year 
ago, in the very Temple where he now 
spoke, the legal Heir to David’s Jerusa- 
lem throne had told these people, “Ye 
have not known him... . Before Abra- 
ham was, I am,” and in their rage they 
tried to stone him (John 8:12-59). Two 
days ago a multitude of Christ’s fol- 
lowers had acclaimed him, “The King 
that cometh in the name of the Lord,” 
and again the Pharisees were angered. 
It was on the night of our lesson story, 
Tuesday before the crucifixion, that a 
plot was made with Judas to capture 
and kill the King of Israel (Luke 22: 
1-6). 

“Herr oF ALL THINGS” 

But the “heir of all things” cannot be 
vanquished, and it is with this Heir that 
we should take our stand (Heb. 1:1-4; 
Col. 1:12-19; 1 Tim. 6: 14-16; Acts 7:55, 56; 
1 Tim. 2:5). 

What does it mean “to take our stand 
with Christ”? While our future King is 
away receiving “for himself a kingdom,” 
we must be engaged in the King’s busi- 
ness here (Luke 19:11-27). 

“His own received him not. But as 
many as received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God” (John 
1:11, 12). “Heirs of God, and— 
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“Jomnt-Hems witn CurisT” 


What does this heritage include? 

“If ye be Christ’s; then are ye Abra- 
ham’s seed, and heirs according to the 
promise” (Gal. 3:29). We are “heirs 
of salvation” (Heb. 1:14); heirs “of the 
righteousness which is by faith” (Hep. 
11:7); “heirs together of the grace of 
life” (1 Pet. 3:7); and “heirs of the king- 
dom which he hath promised to them 
that love him” (Jas, 2:5). “Kings and 
priests unto God” (Rev. 1:6). “If we 
suffer, we shall also reign with him: 
if we deny him, he also will deny us” 
(2 Tim. 2:12; 1 Pet. 3:14-18). 


“IN THE SERVICE OF THE KING” 


Search the lesson material (Luke 20: 
9 to 21:38) for suggestions on serving 
the King. Discuss practical applications. 
The following points are suggestive of 
others. 

Kingdom finances (Luke 20:25; 21: 
4). Use that which is God’s to make 
him known. 

“God ... of the living.” We cannot 
serve the dead, even those whom we 
have loved. Are we telling living ones 
of the King? 

“Be not terrified.” The world may be 
upset, and as one expressed it, “Young 
people are tired of the uncertainty,” but 
“in your patience possess ye your souls” 
(Luke 21:33). 

“A snare shall...come.” Do not let it 
capture you. Take your stand definitely 
and openly for Christ “that ye may be 
accounted worthy ... ‘to stand before 
the Son of man” when he calls for you 
to live and reign with him (Rev. 20:6). 

How may we, during this week, “shew 
the Lord’s death till he come”? Is the 
new Memory Verse (1 John 4:14) real 
to you? °

UTH, please tell us the story of our 
Lord’s coming into Jerusalem, when 
the people cheered him. . . . He would 
be happy, you think? Did you know 
that he stopped on the way and cried? 
Just at the place where the top of a 
hill gave the first splendid view of Jeru- 
salem with its white clay homes and 
shining gold and marble Temple. And 
why did he feel sad? He knew what 
would happen to the city—Luke 19: 
43, 44. Why should this destruction come 
upon the city? The people would not 
accept their Saviour when he came. 
Forty years later, the city was taken 
by its enemies, the buildings were 
ruined, many children died from starva- 
tion and disease. It was a time of hor- 
rible suffering for the people. The Lord 
knew and he cared. He tried to warn 
the people. 
Earl will tell the parable that the Lord 
told about some farmers who took care

The Lord gave another warning about 
refusing to accept him. When Solomon’s 
Temple was built, the stones were so 
perfectly cut in the quarries that they 
would fit together without the use of 
tools in building. A Jewish legend 
claims that the workmen could find no 
place for one stone which came up from 
the quarry. It was sent to the dump, 
By-and-by the cornerstone was needed. 
The quarrymen declared that it had been 
sent up already, but no such stone could 
be found. Finally someone remembered 
the stone which had been thrown onto 
the dump. When it was brought. back, 
it was just right, and proved to be the 
important cornerstone. [Dr. Ironside, in 
the leading lesson article in this issue, 
gives this same legend a little more in 
detail.] The Lord asked what was meant 
by the Psalm which said, “The stone 
which the builders rejected, the same 
is become the head of the corner.” Whom 
did the Lord Jesus mean by the stone? 

Do boys and girls ever reject Jesus 
Christ? Yes, they can say “No” to him. 
They can use his name in swearing; they 
can be disobedient to parents; they can 
hurt other children; they can make fun 
of those who are Christians. 

What is the result of sin? The Bible 
tells us clearly, “The wages of sin is 
death” (Rom. 6:23), and “The soul that 
sinneth, it shall die” (Ezek. 18:4). There 
are two kinds of death, the one that 
separates a person from this life on 
earth, and the one that separates him 
from God completely, forever, sometimes 
called “the second death” or more com- 
monly, hell. (In connection with Ro- 
mans 6:23 a poster may be made. The 
whole poster should be planned at one 
time, but I suggest that only the first 
part of the verse be illustrated this Sun- 
day, and the rest completed in later les- 
sons. On one side of the poster print, 
“The wages of sin is death,” and below 
the words paste a large circle cut from 


“black paper. In the center of the poster 


print “but” and beneath it paste a large 
cross cut from red paper. On the right 
side of the poster print, “The gift of 
God is eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord,” and below the words paste 
a gold circle of the same size as the 
black one.) 

The results of our choice may not 
show for some time. It was forty years 
before the Jerusalem which crucified 
Christ was destroyed. However, God’s 
Word stands, “He that believeth not the 
Son shall, not see life; but the wrath 
of God abideth on him” (John 3:36). 
But let us be like those of whom it 
says, “He that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life” (John 3:36). “For God 
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so loved the world, that he gave” — you 
finish the verse. 

Perhaps you discovered last week that 
you were disobeying the authority of 
Christ in some things. Let us pray 
Psalm 139:23, 24, using our Bibles if we 
do -not know it.

APPROACH 


NCE upon a time a little girl heard 

a preacher tell the story of today’s 
lesson, about the poor widow casting 
in two mites into the treasury. When 
she went home, the child asked her 
mother to find the place in the Bible 
where this story was. The mother 
turned to Luke 21, and the little girl 
read the first two verses. She was very 
sober all the rest of the day, and all 
week the mother wondered what had 
happened. The next Sunday they went 
to church as usual and when the offering 
basket was passed, the mother was hor- 
rified to see the child suddenly pull off 
her new red mittens and drop them into 
the basket. She looked at the little girl, 
and saw her eyes full of tears, but a 
shining light on her little face. As they 
started home, the little girl, whose name 
was Mary, said, “Mother, I knew Jesus 
would want my mitts because he was 
pleased with the poor widow’s two mitts. 
All week I hated to give them, but this 
morning I made up my mind to give 
them to Jesus because I love him so.” 
Needless to say, the mother would not 
take them back when they were returned 
—the treasurer supposed they had been 
accidentally dropped into the basket — 
but she explained the gift, and they 
were used for the Lord. 


PRESENTATION 


One day the Lord Jesus Christ stood 
in the Temple and saw the people as 
they put their offerings into the offer- 
ing box. There were rich men who 
dropped great gifts in, many dollars in 
our money. Then a poor widow came 
along and put in two mites, which would 
be less-than one penny in our money. 
And Jesus said the strangest thing, “This 
poor widow hath cast in more than they 
all.” How could that be? One penny 
more than many dollars? Yes, for she 
had given all she had, and they had 
kept much more than they gave. So, 
I wonder if the Lord Jesus doesn’t meas- 
ure our gifts by what we keep for our- 
selves. The question is not, How much 
do you give to the Lord? but, How much 
do you save for yourself? That makes 
it look different, doesn’t it? Let’s do 
some figuring about this. 


APPLICATION 


Use your blackboard, and make this 
practical for the children. It ought to 
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be practical for those of us who are 
grown, too. 

Suppose John’s daddy gives him ten 
cents to spend. John has been taught 
to give a fithe, a tenth, to the Lord, so 
he saves out one penny for Sunday 
school, and he spends nine cents him- 
self. His account looks like this.

And Helen’s account will read something 
like this. She has been taught to give 
a tithe.

They don’t look so good when you put 
them down, do they? Of course I know 
just hundreds of Christian grownups 
who feel that they have given all God 
asks when they give a tithe, but I think 
we shall ask them to read the 18th 
chapter of Numbers, which explains that 
the tenth or tithe was to be the portion 
of the gifts of Israel which was to go to 
the Levites, and they in turn would put 
a tenth of it into the treasury. But all 
Israel was told to bring “gifts” to the 
Lord. And we who are Christians often 
forget about the “gifts.” All of us who 
love the Lord, Jesus Christ and are chil- 
dren of God should give him gifts. 

Before we ever give money to the 
Lord, we should give him ourselves, so 
every one of us, no matter how poor or 
how small, has something to give him. 
What will you give? 

The verse I want you to learn today is 
Psalm 50:23, “Whoso offereth praise glo- 
rifieth me.” Let us praise the Lord and 
give him all we have in love.

Lord when he finished the Sermon on 
the Mount. He spake as one having 
authority.” 

One at whose house he stopped wrote: 
“Hours with Petander were eternity 
hours. He always brought with him 
something of the quiet and holy spirit. 
And when for the last time he left my 
home, it seemed a solemn time as if 
Christ himself were leaving.” Another 
said of his eyes, “I never understood 
what an abysmal depth there is in the 
soul until I looked into his deep, still 
gaze.” 

People came from all parts and long 
distances to talk with him. They felt 
that he was a man of truth and had the 
truth. In Stockholm he preached in 
state churches and free churches, wher- 
ever opportunity was given, and espe- 
cially on the forgiveness of sins. On one 
occasion he was preceded by a doctor 
and a lecturer who spoke on “religion.” 
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When his turn came he said, “Do not 
think that was Christianity.’ Yet his 
words were so kindly that they were 
received with deep emotion. He was 
busied far into the night with anguished 
people. Even Jews visited him, recog- 
nizing him as a prophet. 

He had come from Upsala to Stock- 
holm on foot, as was his wont. What- 
ever came to him he shared with. the 
poor. In the great Johannes Church he 
spoke in the pulpit in ordinary working 
clothes. “There seems to be a great hun- 
ger,” he said. “Men are tired ‘of half- 
ways and of golden beginnings.” After 
eight weeks in Stockholm his strength 
was gone. 

At Vasteras the great cathedral was 
full of people. In Orebro he preached 
in a circus hall. People were amazed 
at the power of his message. “His words 
were as fine rain after a drought.” He 
told his Swedish hearers that they were 
like the Jews in claiming always to have 
been a free people. “But they have 
never been a free people, for those who 
sin are the slaves of sin.” 

“What is civilized man above the sav- 
age?” he cried. “Are they not both in 
the same darkness? Do they not both 
worship riches and might? Do they not 
fight equally often and as much? Do 
they not both seek the soul’s satisfac- 
tion in created things, as children in 
toys, rather than in the Creator? To 
be taken out of the present world is 
salvation. Righteousness, not ‘enlighten- 
ment’ will scatter the darkness. The 
Sun of Righteousness will arise with 
healing in his wings.” 

Petander was a man of incessant 
prayer. “It is a sad thing,” he said, “to 
be able to go through a ruined world 
with a smiling face.” So he prayed for 
the triumph of righteousness. One al- 
ways had the impression that what he 
said he had himself experienced. 

“If we enter the life which Jesus offers 
then we experience a peace which passes 
all understanding, which none can take 
from us. God’s Kingdom is a Kingdom 
of peace and joy. The people of the 
Prince of Peace live in peace, within and 
without. They have an eternity rest, 
being emancipated from the slavery of 
created things. But those who go the 
way of love must go the way of suffer- 
ing. In face of sin we find forgiveness; 
of weakness, overflowing power. 

“If one tells the truth to an opponent, 
and the truth is clear as crystal, he 
should not be vexed or embittered when 
he does not have the last word, but re- 
tain the spirit of the Lamb. If he does 
this he triumphs, for the Lamb triumphs 
when he suffers. This spirit is the sign 
of a follower of Jesus.” 

Such was his spirit and such his life. 
His traveling ministry lasted four years 
and then he died. He was not forty 
years of age. His body was physically 
exhausted. He had healed many sore 
hearts, but his own was broken by the 
burden of his ministry.

the Holy Spirit. I read and believe: 
‘By grace are ye saved through faith;

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Who Is My Neighbor?

UR MAHAL looked with interest at 
the building across the street from 
her new home. She had lately moved 
to this city in North India, many miles 
south of the frontier town in the Hima- 
layas which had been her former home. 
Up there, on the border of Afghanistan, 
that country closed to the message of 
Christ’s love, lived Mohammedans, fierce, 
fanatical, and warlike, ready to fight on 
little provocation, and even to kill those 
in any way opposed to them — especially 
those who might say anything against 
their own religion, or seek to substitute 
another, 
These were Nur Mahal’s people. Born 
a Mohammedan, she knew nothing of 
any religion except that of her people. 
All her life she had lived next door to 
the mosque, from which five times daily 
had come the call to prayer, and into 
which she had watched faithful wor- 
shipers enter. Zealously her father had 
observed the Mohammedan feasts and 
fasts, especially that great fast of Rama- 
zan, during which every day for a whole 
month, from dawn till sundown, no true 
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Mohammedan touches food or drink. 
Many times Nur Mahal had gone with 
her mother to the tomb of the saint 
where a dirty old fakir lived; who sold 
amulets and charms to keep off the evil 
eye or ward off sickness. The Moham- 
medan creed, “There is no God but Al- 
lah, and Mohammed is his prophet,” 
she heard constantly from the lips of 
all around her. 

But now Nur Mahal’s father had found 
employment in this city south of the 
frontier, and Nur Mahal was keenly in- 
terested in her new surroundings. 

“Mama Ji,” she asked her mother, 
“what is that building across the street? 
So many girls have been going through 
the big door.” 

Taj Begum peered through the lat- 
ticed window of her new home. “I don’t 
know,” she finally answered. “Perhaps 
it’s a school.” 

“But do girls go to school? What for? 
I thought school was ohfly for boys,” 
Nur Mahal continued. 

“Some girls go to school,” said Taj 
Begum. “I hear your uncle’s daughters 
are going to school right here in this 
city.” 

If Taj Begum and Nur Mahal had been 
able to read, they might have under- 
stood the writing over the big door of 
the building across the street. In Eng- 
lish and Hindustani was written: “Amer- 
ican Mission School for Girls.” When Nur 
Mahal’s brother came home from his 
own school that afternoon, he read it 
for her, rather pompously. Boys were 
supposed to know more than girls, of 
course. 

One day Nur Mahal’s uncle came to 
see her father. Nur Mahal, still curi- 
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ous about girls’ schools, asked him: 
“Uncle, do my cousins go to school?” 

“Yes, they do,” he replied.- “I send 
them to this school right across the 
street. Brother, you should send Nur 
Mahal to school.” 

“What !” exclaimed Nur Mahal’s father. 
“You don’t mean to say you are sending 
your daughters to a Christian school? 
Are you no longer a Mohammedan?” 

“Of course I am a Mohammedan,” Nur 
Mahal’s uncle stated emphatically, “and 
my daughters are Mohammedans, too. 
Mohammedans we were born, by the 
mercy of the Prophet, and Mohamme- 
dans we, will die. But. this is a good 
school where, I must admit, they teach 
better manners and morals than in some 
of our own schools. I know my daugh- 
ters are perfectly safe there, and being 
well grounded in the Mohammedan faith, 
they will never be influenced to turn 
from it. This school is so convenient 
to you, you should send Nur Mahal there. 
Nowadays every one, every one in our 
position, that is, is sending his girls to 
school.” 

“Well, of course, I don’t want to be 
behind the times,” considered Nur 
Mahal's father. “But I don’t want my 
daughter mixing with the Christians.” 

“Do not be afraid. There’s no danger. 
Many very prominent Mohammedans are 
sending their daughters to this school.” 

So Nur Mahal became a pupil in the 
Mission School for Girls. She looked a 
little frightened that first day, this little 
black-eyed girl from the border. Her 
well-oiled black hair was shining, and 
neatly braided all over her head in many 
tiny braids all joining in one long one 
down her back. Her skin was not a 
great deal darker than that of many 
American girls, and there was a rosy 
color in her cheeks which is seen in 
many of the mountain girls. Even though 
the school was so 'close to her home, she 
had worn a burka, the long, bag-like 
white garment which covers Mohamme- 
dan girls and women from head to foot 
when they appear in public. This was 
laid aside in the school, however, as she 
sat down on the matting with the be- 
ginners. 

Nur Mahal did not look frightened 
long, however. Eagerly she applied her- 
self to learning. Everything was new 
and interesting. She loved the story 
hour, when Teacher Rachel explained 
the pictures from large Sabbath school 
lesson rolls sent from America. One 
she specially liked was about a poor 
man who had fallen among thieves, who, 
having beaten and robbed him, had left 
him by the roadside, half dead. No one 
had tried to help the poor man until a 
certain stranger, a Samaritan, traveling 
along that road, had seen his distress 
and had had compassion on him. This 
stranger, binding up his wounds, had 
brought him to an inn and taken care 
of him, even leaving money for his care 
with the innkeeper when he himself had 
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had to continue on his journey. Such 
mercy to a stranger, especially to one 
of different race or religion, was some- 
thing new to Nur Mahal. Plenty of 
times in her old home she had heard 
her father tell tales of enemies or too 
venturesome strangers who had been 
beaten or sometimes killed. There the 
fierceness and cruelty of frontier tribes 
was proverbial. There was little in their 
make-up which resembled mercy or 
kindness or compassion. 

“Now I want you to learn a verse 
which goes with this story,” said Teacher 
Rachel. “It is this: “Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself.’ Jesus Christ 
gave us this command when he showed 


us, through this story, that anyone who" 


needs our help is our neighbor.” 

It was all very strange to Nur Mahal. 
Who was -this Jesus Christ of whom 
Teacher Rachel so often spoke? 

As the days and months passed, she 
had plenty of opportunity to learn who 
he was. Each day the white missionary, 
or one of the teachers, conducted a Bible 
lesson which taught Nur Mahal much 
about the Saviour of men who was born 
in the Bethlehem, manger, lived a life 
of loving service, and died on the cross, 
all for the love he bore us sinners. She 
was very happy when she had learned 
to read the lessons for herself. Her 
eager mind took them all in, and her 
heart responded to the appeal of love. 
Nothing in the Mohammedan religion 
had ever appealed to her as did these 
new things she was learning in the 
Christian school. Why, she wondered, 
did her people object so vigorously to 
the Christian teaching? It was all good. 
Yet she knew she must not say too much 
about it at home. 

But the day came when Nur Mahal 
had to say good-by to the mission school 
and all her friends there. Her father 
was returning to the mountains, again 
to make his home where no Christian 
missionaries had yet gone. 

Nur Mahal was very sad. She did not 
want to leave school. “Miss Sahiba,” 
she asked the missionary, “is there a 
book I could have for myself, which 
tells the story of the Good Samaritan?” 

“Yes, indeed,” was the reply. “You 
may have this little copy of the Gospel 
ot Luke, which tells not only that story, 
but many others about our Lord Jesus 
and his love for little children, and for 
the whole world. But will your father 
let you keep and read the book at 
home?” 

“I don’t know,” said Nur Mahal, “but 
even if he takes away the book, he can- 
not take away the stories written in my 
heart. Away up in our frontier town 
people have never heard about Jesus. 
They will be my neighbors. Perhaps 
sometime I can tell them about the Good 
Samaritan who was kind to a neighbor 
he had never seen before, and about 
Jesus Christ who loves us all.” 

So Nur Mahal left the mission school 
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and returned to her old home in the 
Himalayas, where her Mohammedan 
neighbors are fiery and fanatical, and 
zealous for the religion of their prophet, 
and where it would be very difficult in- 
deed for a little girl to keep alive in 
her heart the simple faith in Christ 
Jesus whom she had learned to love. 
But surely cannot he who said, “Suffer 
the little children to come unto me,” 
protect and care for his own even there?

ONTINUING our study of what the 

Bible says about the Trinity, which 
we began last week, we are to think 
this week particularly about the second 
person of the Trinity, the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Nevertheless, we cannot think 
about the Lord Jesus without also think- 
ing about God the Father, for the Bible 
tells us that the Lord Jesus is the “ex- 
press image,” or the outshining, of the 
Father (Heb. 1:3). One of the purposes 
of Christ’s coming to this earth in hu- 
man form was to show and teach man- 
kind what God the Father is like. You 
will remember that he said, “He that 
hath seen me hath seen the Father” 
(John 14:9); “I and the Father are one” 
(John 10:30).

Like the Father, the Son has all divine 
attributes. When he was born as a little 
child in Bethlehem, he laid aside some 
of his divine attributes and took upon 
him a human form and human nature, 
without sin. However, we must not for- 
get that at no time did the Lord Jesus 
cease to be God. It was as though, with 
two good hands, we decided to do a cer- 
tain piece of work, keeping one hand in 
our pocket or tied behind our back. Thus 
the Lord Jesus refrained from using 
some of his divine attributes during his 
earthly ministry in order to live and 
walk and talk among men. When he 
died on the cross and ascended to the 
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Father he again took up these attributes 
that he had laid down. 

He has always existed and always will 
continue to exist (John 1:1; 8:35, 56-58; 
Heb. 1:8; 13:8; Col. 1:17; Isa. 9:6). Al- 
though the New Testament particularly 
tells us of the incarnation and earthly 
life of the Lord Jesus, nevertheless the 
Old Testament also speaks of him. There 
we learn of him as “Jehovah.” 

He has the attribute of omnipresence, 
—that is, being present everywhere at 
the same instant (Matt. 18:20; 28:20; Eph. 
1:28; Col. 1:27). 

He has the attribute of omnipotence. 
He can do all things with unlimited 
power (Matt. 28:18; Heb. 1:3; John 5: 
21-23; 6:19; Eph. 1:20-23; Rom. 1:4). 

He is omniscient. Nothing is hidden 
from him and he is the essence of all 
knowledge (Col. 2:3; John 2:24, 25; 1 
Cor. 1:24, 30; 6:64; 16:30; 21:17). 

He is immutable,—he changes not 
(Heb. 13:8; 1:12).

The Bible tells us that the Son was 
associated with the Father and the Spirit 
in the work of creation (John 1:3, 10; 
Col. 1:16; Heb. 1:2, 3, 10-12). It tells 
us that he is the source of life and the 
life-giver (John 1:4, 5; 1:9; 10:28; 8:12; 
17:2; 1 John 5:12).

But it is in his great work of redemp- 
tion that the Bible presents the fullest 
picture of the Lord Jesus. We see him 
thus in many types in the Old Testa- 
ment,—the tree of life, the ark which 
preserved the human race through the 
flood, the ark of the covenant, the 
manna, the rock in the wilderness, the 
brazen serpent, the cities of refuge, and 
the sacrifices and oblations. 

In the New Testament he is presented 
as the Lamb of God that taketh away the 
sin of the world, God’s love manifested 
in the flesh.

Risen and glorified, the Lord Jesus to- 
day is at the right hand of the Father 
(Matt. 26:64; Rom. 8:34), where “he ever 
liveth to make intercession” for us (Heb. 
7:25). And we who know him and love 
him look for him to come again with 
the souls of those who have died believ- 
ing in him, who will then receive their 
resurrection bodies. At this time those 
of us who are alive will be changed into 
our resurrection bodies and will be 
caught up to be with him and to accom- 
pany him when he comes to set up his 
righteous millennial reign upon this 
earth.

Those who reject God’s plan of sal- 
vation through’ his Son must some day 
know and acknowledge him as their 
Judge (John 5:22; 2 Tim. 4:1). Upon 
them he must of necessity pronounce his 
awful sentence, “I never knew you: de- 
part from me, ye that work iniquity” 
(Matt. 7:23).

Reaching the Unchurched. By Alfred 
L. Murray. (Round Table Press, New 
York City, $1.50.) No substitute has ever 
been found for personal work in the 
evangelistic program of the Church. It 
therefore follows that any new book 
which will encourage Christians to wit- 
ness to others about Christ, and will 
guide them in their efforts to win souls 
for the Lord, should receive a hearty 
welcome from Christian people of our 
day. Mr. Murray’s book is simple and 
practical, in the best sense of those 
words. The author recognizes the im- 
portance of personal work, and some- 
thing of his own passion has so infused 
itself into these pages as to grip the 
heart of the reader. He recognizes that 
there are many ways by which Chris- 
tians can witness to the Saviour, and he 
stresses, in a very concrete manner, that 
there is something every Christian can 
do. Almost every page has some good 
illustration, and perhaps one of the finest 
aspects of the ministry of this book will 
be the encouragement it brings by cit- 
ing actual examples of the way God has 
blessed the efforts of ordinary men who 
have given themselves to the task of 
personal work.

Mon.—Luke 20:9-18. The Wicked Husbandmen. 

PRAYER SuGcesTions: “He shall come 
and destroy these husbandmen.” The 
men who murdered Jesus were worse 
than anything said about them. This 
parable about tenant-farmers who not 
only would not give their owner what 
belonged to him, but also rejected and 
killed his Son, makes this point clear. 
God gets little from some people but 
hatred in one form or another. But as 
the day of reckoning came for the 
wicked husbandmen, so it will come for 
all who live in God’s world and receive 
God’s blessings and give Him only heart- 
ache in return. Pray for Denver Bible 
Institute, Denver, Colo. 


Tues.—Luke 20:19, 20. Seeking to Trap Jesus. 

Prayer Svuccestions: “They watched 
him, and sent forth spies.” Jesus al- 
ways behaved wisely. We should do

The official exchange rate between Canada 
and the United States having been fixed at 
11 per cent, THe SunpAy ScHoot Times sug- 
gests to its valued Canadian subscribers 
that they forward money for subscriptions 
by Canadian Post Office Money Order in 
order to avoid the additional charge (in 
addition to the 11 per cent) frequently made 
on remittances by check sent to the Times. 

At the beginning of this exchange situa-

Shortening the subscription period by five 
weeks seems to be satisfactory to the Can- 
adian friends, as five weeks covers the 11 
per cent exchange. 

Whenever the exchange rate goes above 
the 11 per cent official rate, as it frequently 
does, the Trmes bears the additional ex- 
change cost. (It has been as high as 20 
per cent.) 

Sending remittance by Canadian Post Of- 
fice Money Orders avoids the additional 
exchange cost, and is therefore the best plan
